Source along with 1,00 other VP personnel was sent to drossenhain, where he 
served as a VP Xommando clerk until 25 July 1952. In July, reliable and pro- 
nising men were selected from all VPDs in Fastern Germany for special assign~ 
ments, Tx-soldiers of the formor German Air Force were especially desired.

air army, the organization of which would definitely be demanded by the German 
workers on occasion of the Day of the Republic on 7 October 1952, By that data, 
the air units of the VP were to be issued new uniforms similar to those of the 
Sea Police. Kessler furthermore said that the VP air units were no longer 
assigned to the HVA, but that he was made the commander of this new branch of 
the VP, Pilot trainin:; would hardly start before 1 September 1952, since the 
Soviet occupation power was inable to make experienced instruction available 
prior to that date. There were not enough trained pilots of the former sernarp5X 4 
Air Force in. the VP3 uoreover, these were not able to fly modern aircraft.
